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UROPE forms one large commu- 
nity or commonwealth, parcelled 
out into the empires of Germany, 
Ruſſia, and Turkey; the king- 

doms of Great Britain, France, Spain, Por-

Naples and Sardinia ; with the Republic of 

Holland, at the head of which is the Prince 

of Orange, and the papacy which former- 
ly took the lead in all political tranſac-

The Imperial Family of Germany. 


SECTION. I. | 

The dignity of emperor is eleQtive, and 
former;y it ſeldom continued more than two 
br three deſcents in the ſame family; but 
for ſeveral centuries it has regularly been borne 
by a prince of the Houſe of Auſtria, except in 
the late inſtance of Charles VII. The right of 
Flection is veſted in the archbiſhops of Mentz, 
Trebes and Cologne ; the kings of Bohe- 
nia, Pruflia and Great Britain, as electors 
of Bohemia, Brandenburg and Hanover, 
and the princes electors of Bavaria, Saxony, 
and the palatine of the Rhine: The empe- 
tors are poſſeſſed 6f more power than reve- 
nüe, in regard of this konour; however the

Milan, all which the houſe of Auſtria have 


ubtained by marriage or conqueſt : The capi- 
tals of theſe ftates are Vienna, Pleſburg, 
Prague, Bruſſels and Milan: The roman ca- 
tholic is the eſtabliſned religion in all his do- + 
minions. The late emperor's paternal in- 
heritance was Lorrain; which he ceded to 
France after the death of king Staniſlaus, 
in exchange for the Grand Duchy of Tuſ- 
cany, which he reſigned to his ſecond ſon 
the archduke Leopold the preſent ſovereign. 
The imperial titles, as well as arms are te- 
diouſly numerous, for beſides ſtiling him- 
ſelf emperor and king of the Romans, of 


Hungary and Bohemia, he adds, archduke of 


Auftria, and many other inferior titles. From 
his dignity of emperor, he affects great ſupe- 
riority over kings, taking the ſtile of always 
auguſt, Cæſar, ſacred majeſty, firſt prince of 
the chriſtian world, and rector or temporal 
chief of the faithful of Germany ; giving 
them only the title of excellency, except when 


he writes himielf to the king of France; his

eldeſt ſon, is often elected king of the Ro- 
mans in his father's life time, and is then 
treated as a ſovereign prince ; when this hap- 
pens, he ſucceeds to the empire without the 
formality of an election. The other princes 
and princeſſes are ſtiled royal highneſs, and 
archdukes and archduchels's of Auſtria. The 
emperor, as archduke of Auſtria, enjoys pe- 
culiar and great privileges, conferred upon 
that title by the emperor Rudolph, who 
erected it into an archduchy, in favour of his 
ſon Albert afterwaras emperor : the imperial 
motto is, Pax et ſalus Europæ.

The princes of the houſe of Auſtria are de- 
ſcended from the counts of Habſburg, before 
which time cheir anceſtors are loſt in obſcuri- 
ty. After they had obtained the imperial di- 
adem, they ſo allied themſelves by marriages 
and other fortunate circumſtances, that they 
ſoon rendered the empire almoſt heredita- 
ry, aud at length attained to ſuch power, 
that Charles V. at once poſſeſſed the empire,

Spain, Navarre, Naples, Auſtria, the duchy 
of Burgundy, and feveral other territories of 
conſequence in Germany and Italy, with a 
dominion of 3000 miles in America, a more 
extenſive ſovereignty than any other monarch 
ever could boaſt ; at the fame time his brother 
was king of Hungary and Bohemia: after 
Charles's. abdication the elder branch took 
Spain, Navarre, Naples, Burgundy, Milan, 
and the American dominions to which Phi- 
lip II. his fon added Portugal and its depen- 
dencies, together with the marriage crown of” 
England and Ireland. 

The imperial, or ſecond branch, of which 
the archduke Ferdinand, brother of Charles 
V. was the founder, enjoyed the empire and 
the other dominions.. ee 

The emperor Rudolph I. count of Habſburg 
and landgrave of Alface, was the firſt of his 
family who obtained the empire, he was elect- 
ed an. 1273, and died 1291. During his 
reign he obtained Auftria and other territories 
in Germany; his fon Albert I. received Au- 
{ria and Stiria from his father, from whence

he was called Albert of Auftria, he was a can- 
didate for the empire, but was oppoſed by 
Adolph of Naſſau, the latter of whom being 
lain in battle near Spires, Albert enjoyed the 
imperial diadem till his death, which hap- 
pened in 1308, when he was murdered by his 
nephew John duke of Swabia, who he had 
deprived of his dominions ; he was a covetous 
prince, and his reign unfortunate to Germa- 
ny ; his children were Rudolph, king of Bohe- 
mia, Frederic the Fair, elected emperor 1314, 
depoſed 1324, Leopold, Henry, Otho, and Al- 
bert I. beſides ſeveral daughters: none of his 
ſons left male iſſue, except the youngeſt, who 
had Frederic, Rudolph, Albert, and Leopold, 
and three daughters; the two eldeſt ſons died 
without iſſue. Albert II. ſurnamed the Wile, | 
left a ſon of the ſame name, Albert III. ſur- 
named the Aſtrologer, who was father of Al- 
bert IV. ſurnamed the Patient; whoſe fon, 
Albert V, archduke of Auſtria, was raifed to 
the imperial and regal crowns of Germany, 
Hungary, and Bohemia, and ſtiled Albert II.

The emperor Charles VI. took every pre- 
caution in his power to ſecure his hereditary 
dominions to his eldeſt daughter, and for 
that purpoſe had obtained the pragmatic 
ſanction by which moſt of the great powers 
min Europe engaged to guarantee them to her;

USSTIA, part of which is in Europe, 
3 and part in Aſia, is the largeſt empire 
$ 1 | that ever exiſted, and of greater extent than 
77 all the other European ſtates, ſtretching itſelf 
1 along the north of both quarters of the globe; 
its revenue 1s ſuppoſed not to exceed four _ 
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millious, which is more than adequate ta the 
expences of government. The preſent capi 
tal of the empire 1s Petexſburgh, the ancient 
one Moſcow, The greek church is profeſſed} - 
but in the provinces are many heathens and 
mahomedans, 
The government is entirely deſpotic, and 

the ſucceſſion hereditary, but the reigning 
ſovereign has the power of appointing a ſuc- 
ceſſor. Catherine I. and the preſent empreſs - . 
had not any right but what was derived from 
the will of the people. Peter the Great 
changed the title czar and great duke for 
emperor ; the late empreſs ſtiled herſelf auto- 

p cratrix, 5 
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cratix, in which ſhe is followed by the pre- 


ſent; the ancient titles for the ather parts of 
the royal family were, of the conſort to the 
prince regnant, czarina, of the heir apparent 
czarowitz, of the princeſſes czarowna, theſe 
have given place to thoſe of empreſs, great 
duke and imperial princeſſes, Formerly nei- 
ther czarina's dowagers nor czarownas were 
ſuffered to marry, but were obliged to con- 
form to a monaſtic life, till Peter I. gave them 
permiſſion. The czars never married foreign 


princeſſes, chooſing a wife from che hand- 
ſomeſt of their ſubjects. 


The Ruſſians of the imperial as well as no- 


ble families give their children two chriſtian 
names, the latter of which is always the firſt 
name of the father, adding to it, if a ſon 
_ owitz, if a daughter o-wna. Thus the chil- 
ren of Michael were called Michaelowitz 
and Michaelowna, thoſe of A, Alexowitz 
and Alexiowna. 


The hiſtory of this bin which is now 


of ſuch conſequence in the affairs of Europe, 
has its commencement only in the ninth 


C century; 
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century; it was however little known and 
leſs reſpected before the reign of Iwan Wa- 
filowitz, or Baſilowitz, ſurnamed the Great, 
owing to the ſubjection of that nation to the 
Tartars and Poles, and the abſurd method of 
dividing the dominions of the prince amongſt 
his children; Iwan I. acceded 1450, ſettled 
order, freed himſelf from the tribute 
paid to the Tartars, and having amazingly 
enlarged his territories, died 1505 ; he was 
ſucceeded by his ſon Gabriel, or Baſilius 
{wanowitz, an inactive prince, he died 1533 : 
his fon John Baſilowitz II. ſurnamed the ty- 
rant, governed Ruſſia until the year 1584, a 
prince ſuperior to any of his predeceſſors, he 
added to his kingdoms thoſe of Aſtracan and 
Caſan, and formed an alliance with queen 
Elizabeth of England ; he had the misfortune 
by accident to kill his eldeft ſon John, his 
others were Theodore Iwanowitz, and Deme- 
trius, the former of whom ſucceeded him, 
4 prince of mean abilities, and who is ſup- 
poſed to have been poiſoned by Boris Gude- 
now, grand-maſter.of the horſe ; whoſe ſiſter 
. 9 he 
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he married, and by whom he had only a 
daughter, who died a child before her father. 
Theodore died in 1597 ; in his reign Stheria 
ſubmitted to Ruſſia. In him ended che royal 
line of Ruricor Beala, originally of Hungary, 
after having governed ſeven hundred years in 
Pufſia; (prince Demetrius having been put 
to death by Boris in the reign of Theodore.) 
The Ruſſian nobles before the death of Theo- 
dore, deſired him to declare a ſucceflor, which 
he promiſed to do by delivering his ſtaff to 
the perſon he ſhould think moſt worthy ; ac- 
cordingly, finding his end drawing near, he 
gave it to Theodore Nikititz Romanow, his 
couſin by the mother's ſide, and his neareſt 
relation. Romanow refuſed the ſplendid offer, 
as did his brothers Alexander, John, and | 
Michael, the latter of whom recommended 
the knez Michael, not at all related to 
the royal family. The dying prince, highly 
diſpleaſed, threw the ſtaff upon the floor, ſay- 
ing, whoever took it up ſhould receive with 
it his dominions ; and Boris eagerly laid hold 
of it. | | 
C2 After 
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After the prince's death, he pretended 
unwillingneſs to accept of what he had taken ſo 
much pains to acquire; after ſome hypocritical 
excules he received the allegiance of the Ruſ- 
ſians, but being jealous of Theodore Roma- 
now, who the late czar had deſigned his ſac- 
ceflor, he impriſoned him and his wife in dif- 
ferent convents, and obliged him to take the 
name of Philaret. Boris died in 1605, by 
poiſon adminiſtered by the contrivances of 
an impoſtor, who called himſelf Demetrius; 
this pretender depoſed his fon Theodore Bo- 
riſſowitz, and was himſelf ſoon after hor- 
ribly butchered by the knez Theodore Baſi- 
ius Zuſki, who took the title of great duke; 
he was thruſt into a monaſtery in 1610 by 
another pretended Demetrius, who was driven 
vat, and the crown given to Uladiſlaus, fon 
of Sigiſmund king of Poland, againſt whom 
appeared fill another Demetrius, who was 
pat th death, and Uladiflaus was ſoon after 
vbſiged to quit the Kingdom.

Theodore was then a priſoner in Po- 
land, where he had been artfully ſent am- 
baſſador ; the young prince was with his mo- 
ther in a convent at Caſtronia, from whence 
ſhe ſent to deſire they would alter their choice 
as fearing her ſon would experience the mis- 
fortunes of the late czars : but by perſuaſiore 
ſhe acquieſced, and thus laid the foundation: 
of- the preſent greatneſs of this family. Up- 
on the decline of the Poliſh affairs, Philaretes 
was reftored to his country, his ſon raiſed him 
to the dignity of patriarch, the higheſt office in 
the empire, except the czar, and was entirely 
guided by his advice till his death, in 1633.

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HE dominions of the grand ſignior are 
of prodigious extent both in Europe and 
Aſia, and he has Egypt in Africa; he alſo claims 
a ſuperiority over the ſtates of Algiers, but this 
now become little more than nominal; his 
revenues are anſwerable to the largeneſs of 
his territories, and as he is abſolute he may 
take whatever he pleaſes, ſo that it cannot be 
{aid what he could raiſe, but it muſt be very 
great: Conſtantinople is the capital, and the 
conſtant place of reſidence of the ſovereign, 
and is very properly fo, being both in Europe 
and Aſia; the religion throughout the em- 
pire is mahometan, of which the ſultan is 
head, but there are a great number of Greeks 
and Jews diſperſed amongſt them, but they 
are cruelly treated. 
The ſovereign is to the utmoſt extent deſpo- 
tic, having an abſolute command over the 
D 3 lives 
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lives and properties of his ſubjects, but if he 
makes them tremble, they return the compli- 
ment, for it 1s not ſeldom the caſe that the 
ſoldiery or the tumultuous mob go to the pa- 
Jace and demand another ſultan, a priſon and 
bow-ſtring are almoſt inſeperable. | 

The titles theſe princes aſſume are very 
pompous, and often blaſphemous, the ſhadow 
of God, a God on earth, brother to the ſun 
and moon, diſpoſer of all earthly crowns, &c. 
the common appellations are ſultan, grand 
ſignior, and emperor, and the motto, Donec 
totum impleat orbem. 

The ſucceſſion is hereditary ; for many de 
ſcents it was from father to fon, but now it 
ſeldom happens that the ſon ſucceeds the fa- 
ther; the princes formerly were generally put 
to death by their brother, but that horrid 
cuſtom is now much diſuſed ; however they 
are conſtantly priſoners. 


The Othman Family. 


The Turks under a long line of brave ſul- 
taus extended their conqueſts to a prodigious 
I extent, 


rr dr 
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extent, and Mahomet II. (the tenth in ſucceſ- 
ſion from Othman, or Oſman) in the year 
1453 took Conſtantinople and put an end to 
the eaſtern empire, after its eſtabliſhment 
ten centuries before, by Conſtantine the 
Great, from that time they have been very 
formidable as an European power, though 
within this laſt century much upon the decline. 

As theſe princes never form any alliances 
by marriage with other ſovereigns, it will 


be ſufficient to give their ſucceſſion and their 


general characters. 


Mahomet II. d. in 1481, in the hfty-ſecond 


year of his age, and thirty-firſt of his reign : 
he was an accompliſhed prince, underſtood. 
many langnages, witty and valiant, but ſul- 
lied his excellencies by debauchery and 
cruelty. 

Bajazet III. d. in 1613, far advanced in 
years, yet prematurely, by a jew phyſician's 
:dminiftering poifon to him by the order of 
ais ſucceflor. He was at war with Hungary, 
Venice, Perſia, and Egypt, in the latter of 
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which he was only unfortunate; in the de- 
cline of life he experienced family misfor- 
tunes, and to add to his unhappineſs he ſuf. 
ſered much from the gout; active, brave, 
munificent and learned. 

Selim I. his youngeſt ſon, a fortunate 
prince, conquered Egypt, Aleppo, Antioch, 
Tripoli, Damaſcus, and Gaza, and defeated 
the Perſians; d. 1520, having lived forty- 
fix years. He was liberal, brave, atten- 
tive, temperate, juſt, and learned; but 
theſe fine accompliſhments were loſt in his 
cruelty to his father, his elder brother Ach- 
met, and many others who fell victims to his 

Solyman the magnificent, a prince of the 
moſt exalted character, ſucceſsful in his wars 
with the chriſtians, from whom he took 
Rhodes: he died at the ſiege of Sigeth, 1566, 
in the ſeventy-fifth year of his age. He fur- 
paſſed every prince of his time in all royal 
virtnes, and was more juſt than any that 
have worn the turban. _ |

Selim II. his ſecond ſon (the eldeſt had 
been ſtrangled through a faction in the ſe- 
raglio;) in the reign of this prince the chriſ- 
tians won the famous battle of Lapanto, he 
wreſted the iſland of Cyprus from the Vene- 
tians, and Tunis from the Moors: d. 1574, 
in the fifty-firſt year of his age, religious, 
merciful and juſt, brave, liberal and patron 
of the learned. 

Amurath III. his ſon, who put five of his 
brothers to death; he conquered Tauris and 
Triflis from the Perſians, and Raab in Hun- 
gary from the emperor, yet upon the whole 


his reign was unfortunate : he died 1594, in the- 


fifty-firſt year of his age; he was religious, 
temperate and juſt, but parſimonious. : 

Mahomet III. who in his wars with tha 
chriſtians was unfortunate, died of the plague 
1604, in his forty-fourth year. Libidinous, 
iadolent, and the moſt bloody of his fa- 
mily, having ftrangled nineteen of his bro- 
thers, and thrown ten of the ladies of the 
ſeraglio into the ſea, who were ſuppoſed 
to be pregnant by his brothers. 


Achmet 
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Achmet J. unſucceſsful in his wars with 
the Chriſtians and Perſians, d. 1617, in the 
thirtieth year of his age; addicted to his 
pleaſures, he exceeded all his predeceſſors in 
liberality and magnificence. 

Muſtapha I. a very weak and unfortunate 
prince, and the ſport of fortune, being de- 
throned 1618, reſtored in 1622, deprived of 
his power again 1623, and ftrangled 1639. 

Oſman, ſon of Achmet, depoſed 1622, 
reſtored, ſtrangled by the ]anizaries 1622, be- 
cauſe he intended to have leſſened their im- 


portance; he was unfortunate in the war he 


carried on againſt the Poles. 

Amurath or Morad IV. ſon of Achmet, brave 
and fortunate, an equal diſtributor of juſtice, 
but irreligious, cruel, covetous and libidi- 
nous ; won Erevan and Bagdat, or Babylon, 


from the Perſians: he died 1640, in the thirty» 


ſecond year of his age; he was. ſucceeded 

by his brother, | 
Ibrahim, depoſed and ftrangled by order of 
the Janizaries and perſuaſion of the mufti, 
whole 
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whoſe daughter he had debauched, 1648: ad- 
dicted to venery to the greateſt exceſs, weak 
and inactive, but merciful ; he left nine ſons. 
Mahomet IV. who took the iſland of Can- 
dy from the Venetians, after a ſiege of thir- 


ty years, which coſt the conquerors 180,000 


men, and the beſiged and their allies 80,000, 
which gave the Turks poſſeſſion of the Mo- 


rea, and they ſtill retain it; he was alſo ſuc- 


ceſsful againſt the emperor and laid ſiege to 


Vienna, but was obliged to relinquiſh that 


attempt. He was compelled to reſign the em- 
pire through the intrigues of the clergy, back- 
ed by the ſoldiery, in 1687: died in priſon 
1693. Handſome, brave, and unwearied in 
the purſuit of glory; he alſo poſſeſſed ele- 
mency and juſtice. 5 
Solyman II. died 1691. Happy in his do- 
meſtic government, but unfortunate in his 
wars. | | * 
Achmet II. died 1695, Likewiſe unſuc- 
ceſsful in war, which haftened has death. 


Muſtapha 
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Muſtapha II. defeated at the head of his 
army by prince Eugene, His fixing his reſi- 


dence at Adrianople produced a revolution 
in 1703, by which he was dethroned, and the 


mufti put to death: he died 1704. 

Achmet III. gave protection to Charles 
XII. of Sweden, after the battle of Bender: 
ſucceſsful againſt Ruſſia, but in the war 
againſt Venice and the Empire, he met with 
repeated defeats by prince Eugene, which, 
with the diſgraceful peace of Paſſarowitz, in 
1718, and the ſucceſs of Kouli Khan, raiſed 
a rebellion at Conſtantinople, which he in 
vain attempted to allay, by giving the peo- 
ple the heads of the vizir, chief admiral, and 
ſecretary, but he was depoſed and died in 
1730: he was ſucceeded by 
Mahomet V. vanquiſhed by the Perſians, 
but obtained many advantages over the im- 
perialiſts; however, from the great ſucceſs of 
the Ruſſians, he was obliged to make a diſ- 
honourable peace with both nations: died 
1754: a learned prince,

Oſman, died 1757. His reign was too 
ſhort to form any juſt character of him, ex- 
cept his love for peace. 

Muſtapha III. in whoſe reign the Ruſſians 
gave ſo rude a ſhock to this vaſt empire, 
that it will be long, if ever, before 1t reco- 
vers: died Jan, 21, 1774. This patriotic, but 
unfortunate, prince appointed his brother 
to ſucceed him, though he left a ſon, named 
Selim, b. 1761, alledging that, in ſuch dan- 
gerous times, it would be imprudent to leave 
the kingdom to be ſwayed by ſo young a 
perſon, but ſtrongly recommended him to 
his brother's protection. | 

Achmet IV. eldeft ſurviving brother of the 
late ſultan (prince Bajazet dying 1771) ob- 
tained a peace, July 1774: he has ſeveral 
children. 


GREAT 
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GREAT BRITAIN. 


HE iſland of Great Britain, conſiſting 
| of England and Scotland, is the largeſt 
in Europe, the ſouth part of it is the richeſt, 
beſt cultivated, and moſt populous of any 
country in that quarter of the globe ; Ireland 
has long been ſubject to her, ſhe poſſeſſes do- 
minions to an immenſe extent in North Ame- 
rica and Aſia, with ſeveral ſettlements on the 
coaſt of Africa; and is the firſt maritime 
power in Europe ; the capital of England i 18 
London, of Scotland, Edinburgh, and of Ire- 
land, Dublin. | 

The eftabliſhed religion of England is the 
reformed, diſtinguiſhed by the name of the 
church of England, univerſal toleration is 
granted in that nation. The church of Scot 
land is entirely modelled from that of Gene- 


va. Ireland has the ſame national church as 
- England,

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England, but two thirds of the inhabitants 
are catholics. 

The government is a limited monarchy, 
bereditary, and females are capable of the 
ſucceſſion, the title of his preſent majeſty is 
king of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, 
Defender of the faith, and he 1s head of the 
church. His foreign titles are duke of Brunſ- 
wick and Lunenbourg, arch-treaſurer of the 
holy Roman empire and elector, he has a re- 
venue of goo,oool. a year ſettled upon him 
for the expence of his houſhold; the heir ap- 
parent has the title of prince of Wales by cre- 
ation; he is born prince of Scotland, and 
earl of Cheſter and Cornwall. James I. or- 
dered that his eldeſt ſon ſnould be ſtiled ſim- 
ply prince of Great Britain, but that of 
prince of Wales, is uſually if not conſtantly - 
uſed. * 

Some of our Anglo-Saxon monarchs filed 
themſelves emperor, and took greek titles. 
They were formerly addreſſed by the ſtile of 
grace, excellent grace, . and highneſs, but 

Henry 
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Henry VIII. took that of majeſty, in which 
he has been followed by other kings. They. 
are now ſtiled moſt gracious, or moſt excellent 
majeſty, dread ſovereign uſed by queen Eli- 
zabeth and James I. is now diſcontinued ; by 
other princes, the king is ſtiled his Britannic 
Majeſty. Our kings have uſed the arched or 
imperial crown for eight hundred years, and 
all other kings have borrowed it from them ; 
for inflance, Lewis XII. of France, upon 
his marriage with Mary, ſiſter to Henry VIII. 
Scotland, upon the marriage of James IV. 
with a princeſs of England; Spain, by the 
marriage of Philip II. with Mary I. of Eng- 
land; the kings of Denmark never uſed it 
till James I. married a princeſs of that king- 
dom, and from one or other of theſe nations 
all others have taken it. All the princes of 
the blood royal are ſtiled royal highneſs. 
Queen Elizabeth ſuffered none to addreſs 
her but upon the knee, which is now diſcon- 
tinued, but the king and queen are waited 
upon in that poſture. The ſovereign is head 
of 
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of che order of the garter, thiſtle, and bath; 
the former is the firſt in the world, many 
emperors as well as kings of Scotland, France, 
Spain, Portugal, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, 
&c. have been companions, though the kings 
of England never receive any foreign order, 
The royal mottos of England are Dieu et 
mon droit, and Semper eadem, that of Scot- 
land Nemo me impune laceſſit. 

England, one of the oldeſt monarchies in 
Europe, was erected by Egbert, in 800, whoſe 
deſcendants governed for more than two cen- 
turies, including the reigns of the three Da- 
niſn kings; after the death of Edward the 
the Confeſſor, Harold II. the greateſt ſub- 
jet in the kingdom, took poſſeſſion of the 


diadem, which he was deprived of, together 


with his life, by William duke of Norman- 
dy, another, but more ſplendid intruder, 
William the Baſtard, ſurnamed the Con- 
queror, the ſeventh duke of Normandy, from 
Rollo its firſt duke, is the ſtock from which 
all the ſucceeding. ſovereigns of England are 
E  deſcendeg; 
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deſcended ; the crown remained in the male line 
no longer than during the reigns of his two 
ſons, William II. and Henry I. upon the latter's 
death Stephen, grandſon of the Conqueror, 
by his daughter Adelaide, took poſſeſſion of 
the ſceptre, and held it, though with difficul- 
ty, till his death, when Henry II. grandſon 
of Henry I. whole ſurname was Plantagenct, 
reſtored the hereditary line of William J. 
and joined the royal blood of the Anglo- 
Saxon family with that of the conqueror ; 
his . deſcendants governed 331 years, dur- 
ing the reigns of fourteen kings, and were 
ſucceeded by the houſe of Tudor, from 
which England had five ſovereigns, who ſet 
upon the throne 118 years; and they, by 
the houſe of Stuart, which gave fix monarchs 
and Naſſau one, after the death of queen 
Anne, the Brunfwick line acceded, which 
has given three. _ 

The monarchy of Scotland is ſtill older 
than that of England; under Malcolm Con- 
more {ccntemporary with William the Con- 
queror) that crown became abſolutely heredi-

tary, and continued in the male line for 228 
years, and gave eight kings (including Mal- 
colm, but not the uſurpers Donald and Dun- 
can) they, like our Normanic kings, had no 
family ſurname; upon the failure of male 
iſſue it came by a female firſt to the Baliols, 
who gave two ſovereigns, and then to the 
Bruces, who governed Scotland alſo under 
two princes ; and laſtly to the Stuarts, the 
ninth ſovereign of which family was James 
VI. who united that crown with England. 
Tames I. is now the ſtock, as William the 
Conqueror was heretofore, with this differ- 
ence, that the crown is limited to ſuch prin- 
ces as ſhall be of the proteſtant religion, 
James 1. of England and VI. of Scotland, 
was ſon of Mary queen of Scotland and i 
Henry lord Darnley; the former was the 
daughter of James V. ſon of james IV. by 
Margaret daughter of Henry VII. of Eng- 
land ; from which alliance the family of Stu- 
art derived their right to the Engliſh throne, 
and in king James's perſon were united every

prince againſt the Viſigoths. Cajus died 
prince of Eſte, and his deſtendants following 
his example againſt the barbarians, obtained 
1 very extenſive domain in Italy, a ſmall part 
of which now forms the eccleſiaſtical ſtate, 
being given by a princeſs of this family, na- 
med Matilda, to the pope and his ſucceſſors. 
Azon d' Eſte ſettled in Germany, about the 
year 1000, by Cunigunda, ſiſter of Guelph 
III. duke of Bavaria and Corinthia, he left 
Guelph IV. who upon the death of his pater- 
nal uncle without ifſue, ſucceeded to the do- 
minions of that houſe : his fon Guelph V. 
ſurnamed the valiant, was created duke of 
Bavaria by the emp. Hen. II. His fon 
Guelph VI. matried Matilda, the richeſt 
heireſs in Europe, but leaving no iffue, his 
brother Henry the black, ſucceeded to his 
dominions.

the inveſtiture of Saxony, and alſo appointed 
him his ſucceſſor in the empire, which latter 
however he was deprived of; he died 1139; 
by whoſe death both Saxony and Bavaria de- 
ſcended to his fon Henry V. ſurnamed the 
lion; he marriea Maud eldeſt daughter of 
Henry II. king of England; this ſplendid 
alliance could not prevent the emperor Henry 
IV. ſon of Frederic-Barbaroſſa, from depriv- 
ing him of many parts of his territories ; he 
died 1195, with the character of one of the 
moſt powerful, valiant, and accompliſhed 
princes of that age; and none perhaps was ſo 
ungratefully uſed by his country, for the emi- 
nent ſervices he rendered it. He is always 
looked upon as the-founder of the houſe of 
Brunſwick, it is therefore pretty ſingular that 
his preſent majeſty ſhould be ſo directly de- 
ſcended from one of the greateſt and beſt 
kings that ever ſwayed our ſcepter, and in 
whom was united the royal Anglo-Saxon 


and Norman blood.

his grandfather bore them before his marriage 
with Eleanor of Aquitain : He became an 
hoſtage for Rich. I. when ſhamefully detain- 
cd a priſoner in Germany; upon his brother's 
death he ſucceeded to the paternal dominions 
of his family : his ſon Otho ſurnamed the in- 
kant, (by Helena daughter of Waldomer, 
king of Denmark) was created duke of Brunſ- 
wick and Lunenburgh '1235, by the emp. 
Ferdinand II. at the interceſſion of his conſort 
[{abella, daughter of king John of England, 
a relation of Otho's : from him all the ſuc- 
ceeding dukes deſcended. 

The princes of this family have always diſ- 
unguiſhed themſelves by their political abili- 
tics, and great courage; beſide receiving the

Erneſt-Auguſtus, duke of Brunſwick-Lu- 
nenburg, married 1650, ta Sophia grand- 
daughter of king James I. and daughter of 
Elizabeth princeſs royal of Great Britain. 
By the treaty of Weſtphalia he obtained that 
one of his family ſhould be elected biſhop of

France and his ſucceſſors, provided the eldeſt 
ſon of every king ſhould take that title, 
the ſecond ſon (or in caſe there is no 
on, the next prince of the blood) and the 
eldeſt daughter, have the titles of monſeure 
and madame, the other royal children princes 
and princeſſes of the blood, royal and royal 
bighneſs. 

After the declenſion of the Roman empire 
the Franks broke in upon Gaul, and con- 
quered the kingdom ; their firſt king was 
Pharamond, who reigned in the former part 
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of the fifth century ; of this family were twen- 


ty-one kings failing in Childeric V. about 
757 ; the ſecond race of their kings began un- 
der Pepin the father of Charlemagne, who 
raiſed the kingdom to an empire. This line 
failed, (after giving thirteen kings) in Lewis 
V. about 988, and was ſucceeded by the Ca- 
petine race, fo called from Hugh Capet, 
mayor of the palace, who uſurped the diadem. 
This family governed France under fifteen 
kings, and became extin& in 1328, under 
Charles the fair, whoſe couſin Philip VI. was 
firſt of the houſe of Valois, which gave thir- 


teen ſovereigns, and expired in 1589, in the 


perſon of Henry III. who was ſucceeded by 
Henry IV. the firſt of the preſent family.

Upon the extinction of the family of Va- 
lois, the ſucceſſion fell to that of Bourbon, 
according to the Salic law, long eſtabliſhed; 
Henry the Great derived his title to the

related to his predeceſſor but in the twenty- 
ſecond degree, except by marriage, a circum-

perance, i. e. Hope. This family has now

Ferdinand alſo added 
the kingdoms of Navarre and Naples to his 
other dominions, and Iſabella employed Co- 
lumbus in the diſcovery of America. He 
was one of the greateſt ſovereigns that ever 
appeared in Europe, but was too Prodigal of 
His honor. Iſabella was deſervedly beloved 
by her ſubjects for her mildneſs and equity: 
through her ſteadineſs and perſeverance Gra- 
nada was won, and/ſhe was the ſole patron of 
the diſcoverer of America, Spain by their 
united efforts, from being the moſt wretched 
country in Europe, roſe do be the moſt envied.

DCRTUGAL is the moſt weſterly part of 
the continent of Europe, waſhed with the 
Atlantic ocean on the ſouth and weſt, and is 
divided from Spain by a ridge of mountains 
on the north and eaſt; it contains 3344 pa- 
riſnes, and three millions of inhabitants, 
309,000 of whom are eccleſiaſtics of both 
ſexes; its foreign dominions, particularly 
thoſe of America, are of greater extent than 
itſelf: the capital is Liſbon, the revenue 15 
more than three millions and a half. ' No 
other religion is allowed but the roman catho- 
lic; the crown is ſtrictly hereditary, and fe- 
males may inherit, provided they do not 
marry @ foreign prince. The title of the 
preſent ſovereigns is Mary I. and Peter III. by 
the grace of God king and queen of Portugal 
and Algarve, lord and lady of Guinea, and of 
I 3 the 
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the navigation, conqueſt and commerce of 


Ethiopia, Arabia, Perſia and Braſil; the late 


king was complimented by the pope with the 
title of moſt faithful majeſty: the eldeſt ſon 
is ſtiled prince of Braſil, the other princes and 


princeſſes of the blood are called don and 


infant, and donna and infanta. 

Portugal became a kingdom about the mid- 
dle of the twelfth century; Henry of Bur- 
gundy, third ſon of Henry, and grandſon of 
Robert duke of Burgundy, who was younger 
brother of Henry I. king of France, went in- 
to Spain about the year r087, with other 
princes to conduct an army fent from Phi- 
lip I. king of France to the aſſiſtance of Al- 
phonſo VI. king of Caſtile, againſt the Moors, 
where he behaved in ſo gallant a manner, 
that Alphonſo beſtowed his natural daughter 
upon him, with the ſovereignty of ſeveral pro- 
vinces, with the title of earl or count: he 
d. 1112, leaving his dominions to his ſon Al- 
phonſo, who threw off his ſubjection to the 
Caſtilian monarchs, and was ſaluted king by 
the people : the crown continued in his legi-

mate line during the reign of eight princes, 
hen it failed in the perſon of Ferdinand I. 
upon whoſe death they elected John the na- 
tural fon of Pedro I. in whoſe family it re- 
mained during ſeven reigns, and ended in the 
cardinal Henry the ſeventeenth king of Por- 
tugal. 

Upon whoſe death Philip IT. king of Spain 
pretending to be neareſt in aefcent, ſeized the 
kingdom, and made it part of the Spaniſh 
monarchy, which he and his ſon Philip III. 
peaccably enjoyed; but the people being 
treated as if conquered, threw off the yoke in 
the reign of Philip IV. in the year 1640, and 
placed the: crown upon the head of. the duke 
of Braganza, who had a ſuperior right by de- 
{cent : this revolution, the wonder of all Eu- 
rope, was effected. with the death of only two 
men, a proof how. hateful the Spaniards had 
r:ndered themſelves by their cruel tyranny : 
to give an idea of the duke of Braganza's ti- 
tle, we muſt look a little back.

HIS kingdom is of great extent, and is 

| bounded, on the north, by the Baltic 
and the province of Livonia, on the eaſt, by 
Ruſſia, Turky, and Hungary on the ſouth, 
and Pomerania, Brandenburgh, Sileſia and 
Moravia on the weſt. There are many reli- 
gions in this . ſtate, but the eſtabliſhed is the 
catholic ; the reformed has been declining for 
ſome time. The capital is Warſaw. 

Their government is very peculiar; they ſtile 
it a republic, yet elect a king, but his po-w-er 
is exceedingly circumſcribed; he is allowed 

between one and two hundred thouſand pounds 
a year to ſupport his houſehold ; and, as they - 
have generally large paternal dominions, and 
the country cheap, they keep up their grandeur 
better than might be expected from ſo-ſlender 
a proviſion. His titles are, king of Poland, 
great duke of Lithuania, duke of Ruſſia, 
Pruſha, &c. He is ſtiled his Poliſh Majeſty, 
aud his wife, queen, and his children, royal

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highneſs.— The royal. motto is Habent ſua 
ſidera Reges. 
Poland was divided into maay principalities 
till the acceſſion of Piaſtus, a peaſant of the 
country, who governed with ſingular ſucceſ 
till his hundred and thirtieth year.“ Boleſlaus 
Crobray, having made great additions, by con- 
queſt, aſſumed the title of king ; this happen- | 
ed about the year 999. Little is known of | 
the hiſtory of Poland till the reign of Jegallon. 
Uladiſlaus, great duke of Lithuania, who ob- 
tained the. crown in 1435, by the marriage of 
Fedwigis, the daughter of Lewis the laſt king. 
In gratitude for Uladiſlaus's annexing his pa- 
| ternal dominions to their monerchy, the Poles 
continued the crowa in his family for near two 
hundred years, till the male line became ex- 
tin in the perſon of Sigiſmund-Auguſtus, 
under which family Poland enjoyed great

Henry of Valois, duke of Anjou, ſon of

For 
ſome time he was fortunate againit the Ruſ- 
ſians, and even obtained his ſon Uladiſlaus 
to be ſaluted Czar, but he was afterwards - 
drove out of Ruſſia. Theſe mortifications, and 
his ill ſucceſs againſt the Turks, threw him 
into a melancholy, which terminated in his 
death. His character is variouſly repreſented : 
he was perhaps more juſt than politic. 

Uladiſlaus (Vaſa) VII. ſon of Sigiſmund, 
elected 1632, ſucceſsful in his wars with Swe- 
den, Ruſſia, and Turkey; but his impolicy in 
diſpleaſing the Coſſacs gave him great uneaſi- 
neſs in the cloſe of his reign, and after his 
death was nearly fatal to Poland. He left no 
iſſue by Cecilia-Renata, a ans, coat of the 
emperor Ferdinand Il. 

John Cafimir, (Vaſa) brother of the laſt 
king, choſe 1648, environed with war on every 
hand, in which he was. unſucceſsful ; and the 
rebellion his ſubjects were plotting, made him 


reſign his authority, and abdicate the govern- 
ment 
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ment in 1668. He died in France, an eccleſiaſ- 
tic, five years after. His ſubjects treat his me- 
mory with harſher epithets than he deſerves. 
He had no child by his queen, the dowager 
of his brother and predeceſſor, who died be- 
fore him in 1667, 

Michael-Coribut Weiſnoweiſki, a piaſt de- 
ſeended from Coribut, uncle to the great Ja- 
gellon, and ſon of Jeremiah Wieſnoweiſki, 
palatine of Ruſſia, who had left nothing but 
rank to Michael, who was ſupported on a ſlen- 
der penſion (Jeremiah having been plundered 
of his great eſtate in the Ukraine). He was 
no ways qualified for the burden of a crown, 
as he acknowledged with tears at his election, 
1670, but poſſeſſed in an eminent degree the 
amiable virtues that adorn private liſe; his 
reign was one continued ſeries of misfortunes, 
till his general, Sobieſki, defeated the Turks in 
a deciſive engagement, which important news 
Michael did'not hve to receive. He died Nov. 
10, 1673, without leaving any iſſue by Elea-

of Sweden. He died Oc. 5, 1763. He did 
not obtain, though he deſerved, the love of his 
Poliſh ſubjects.

NAPEES AND SICILY, 


HE dominions of the king of Naples, 

- conſiſts of the kingdom of that name, 
which is the largeſt part of Italy, and the 
mand of Sicily, remarkable for its fertility, 
and which now ſupplies Naples with corn, as 
it did ancient Rome, and a great part of her 
dominions ; the monarchy is of great conſe- 
quence as an Italian, but of very little as an 
European power; the revenue is about one 
million; the Roman Catholic religion is the 
only one profeſſed, but they have never per- 
mitted the Inquiſition to be cſtabſiſhed : the 
capital 1s Naples. 

The kingdom of Naples is held in fee of 
the Roman pontiff, by the ſervice of a pal- 
frey annually ; it was formerly a ſum of mo- 
ney : no kingdom has undergone ſo many re- 
volutions as this. The Norman or Tankred, 
the Germans, the Anjevin or French, the 
Hungarian and the Arragonian families, have 
ſucceſſively governed here? the latter alſo

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was driven out by Ferdinand the Cathohc, 


whoſe ſucceſſors, kings of Spain, held this 


kingdom till the death of Charles II. when 
it peaceably paſſed to Philip V. who loſt it to 
the emperor Charles VI. to whom it was con- 
firmed by the peace of Utrecht; but, in 1734, 
Charles Infant of Spain was invited to the 
poſſeſſion of it, which he effected, and to 
whom it was confirmed conditionally, that it 
hould never be annexed to the Spaniſh mo- 
narchy; upon the ſucceſſion of Spain falling 


to him, he reſigned this in favour of his ſon, 


the preſent king. 


Sicily fell to the houſe of Arragon in the 
perſon of Pedro, 1281, by the horrid maſſacre 


of the Sicilian veſpers; it continued in this 
family till the extinction of the male line in 
Charles II. king of Spain;“ his ſucceſſor 


Philip V. was deprived of it by the emperor 


Charles VI. 1707, who ceded it to the duke 


Sicily was granted to Ferdinand the Catholic, upon

HE king of Sardinia's dominions con- 
— miſt of the duchy of Savoy and its de- 
pendencies, in Italy; bounded by France, 
Switzerland, Milan, Parma, Genoa, and 
the Mediterranean, and the iſland of Sardi- 
nia; the latter is about 140 miles in length, 
and 60 in breadth. His Italian territory 
is a barren country; which, however, af- 
fords him a conſiderable revenue, not in- 
cluding the produce of his paternal eſtates; 
the iſland of Sardinia ſcarce defrays the ex- 
pences of government ; from his ſituation, he 
is ſtiled the Janus of Italy, which often 
proves a troubleſome office with reſpe& to 
France. In times of war the king is able to 
raiſe a very conſiderable army, eſpecially if 
aided by ſubſidies from any other power, but 
has no navy, The capital of his dominions 
in Savoy, is Turin, ſeated upon the rivers 
Po and Doria; Cagliari is that of Sardinia. 
The eſtabliſhed religion is the Roman Ca- 
tholic. In the vallies of Vaudois, there are

which they have often ſuffered dreadful per- 
ſecutions. The government is abſolute, and

The SUCCESSION of be STADTHOLDERS | 


HE dominions of the Seven United 
States are five hundred miles one way, 
and four hundred another; are bounded on 
the north by the German Ocean, on the eaſt 
by Germany, on the ſouth by France, and 


on the weſt by. the Britiſh Channel; they | 


were formerly part of the duchy of Burgun- 
dy, which the. Houſe of Auſtria inherited 
trom the marriage of Mary, ſole daughter 
and heireſs of Charles the Raſh, to the em- 


peror Maximilian I. whoſe fon, Philip, left 


them to his ſon, the emperor, Charles V. 
who reigned them to his ſon, Philip II. 
king of Spain; whoſe tyranny and oppreſſion 
obliged them to throw off their allegiance, 
and to conclude a treaty of union, 1583, to 
which only five provinces then acceded, and 
ſoon after two others : it was with the utmoſt 
difficulty that they eſtabliſhed their indepen- 
dency ; andas they were chiefly indebted for it 


to the wiſdom and valour of William prince 
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of Orange, they created him ſtadtholder, 
captain general, and admiral general of their 
new government, with many great preroga- 
tives, particularly in time of war ; but they 
did not dare to make it an hereditary office. 

The family of Naſſau is as ancient as any, 
and almoſt as illuſtrious ; it has given an em- 
peror to Germany, and a king to Great Bri- 
tain. Otho earl of Naſſau, near ſeven hun- 

dred years ago, received the provinces of 
Guelderland and Zutphen, with his two 
wives, which continued to his deſcendants 
for three hundred years. Another prince of 
this family, of the ſame name, received by 
the counteſs of Viaden, his wife, many 
other confiderable territories in the Low- 
Countries; his grandſon, Egilbert, mar- 
ried the [heireſs of Looke and Breda, in 
1404; his grandſon Egilbert, II. was an 
active and fortunate general, and for the 
| great ſervices he performed for the em- 
peror, Maximilian I. he appointed him go- 
vernor general of the Low-countries 3 but 
dying, without iflue, his brother John ſuc- 
wn ceeded 
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ceeded to his dominions, who divided them 
between his ſons Henry and William ; to the 
former he gave all he had in the Low-Coun- 
tries, and to William what he enjoyed in 
Germany, Henry was a prince of the firit 
merit; and it was greatly owing to him, that 
Charles V. received the imperial dignity. 
This did not prevent that monarch's rival, 
Francis I. giving him Claudia, daughter of 
John de Chalons, in marriage ; after whoſe 

death, in 1521, he eſpouſed Mencia Men- 
dora, daughter of Roderic, duke of Cala- 
bria: by Claudia he had only Rene; who, 
in 1 5 30, ſucceeded his paternal uncle, Phili- 
bert de Chalons, in the principality of 
Orange.

William the Great, earl of Naſſau, and 
by the will of his uncle Rene, (who died, un- 
married, at the ſiege of St. Deſier, 1544), be- 
came prince of Orange. He was one of the 
greateſt generals and politicians of his or 

any other age; he faithfully diſcharged the 
many truſts committed to him by the empe- 
ror Charles V. who, at his reſignation, re- 
commended him to his ſon Philip II. in 

Whoſe intereſt he continued till he ſaw his 
country a ſcene of blood, by the cool bar- 
barity of that inhuman prince; when he 
ſtept forth and ſaved his expiring country, 
and placed her in freedom and ſafety: in 

gratitude for which, the confederated ſtates 
elected him head of their new common- 

| ” wealth: 
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wealth: he fell by the hand of an aſſaſſin, 
hired by Philip, 1584, in the fifty-firſt year 
of his age: he had four wives, Ann, daugh- 
ter of Maximilian de Egmont; count of Bu- 
ren, a lady of very great poſſeſſions; Ann, 
daughter of Maurice, elector of Saxony; 
Charlottede Bourbon, of the houſe of Mont- 
penſier, whom he took from a nunnery ; Louiſa 
de Cologn, widow of Monſieur de Teligny, 
and daughter of the famous admiral de 
Chatillon ; by the firſt marriage he had 

Henry-Philip-William, prince of Orange, 
taken priſoner againft all faith, by the Spa- 
niards, from the univerſity of Louvain, at 
the age of thirteen ; after a detenſion of ma- 
ny years, he was reſtored to his liberty, and 
the eſtates he held in the Spaniſh Netherlands, 
and the French Compte ; but the Dutch 
would never ſuffer him, not even to enter 
their territories, much leſs raiſe him to the 
ſtadtholderſhip, on account of his profeſſing 
himſelf a Roman catholic ; he died 1618, 
leaving no child by Eleanor de Bourbon, 
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fiſter to the prince of Conde; and Mary, mas 
ried to count d' Hohenloe, a celebrated gene- 
ral: by the ſecond marriage prince William 
had Maurice, who ſucceeded him as ſtadthold- 
er, and Amelia, married to Emanuel, fon 


of Anthony, prior of Crato, who pretended 


to the ſucceſſion of Portugal; by his third 
wife, William had Louiſa- Juliana, married to 
Frederic IV. eleQor palatine ; Elizabeth, 
married to Henry de la Tour, duke of 
Buillon, by whom ſhe had, amongſt other 
children, the famous general Mareſhal Thu- 
renne; Catharine Beglica, married to Philip- 
Lewis, count de Hanau; Charlotte-Braban- 
tina, who became the wife of Claud, duke 
de la Tremouille, mother of the celebrated 
counteſs of Derby, who diſtinguiſhed her- 
ſelf ſo nobly during the civil war in Charles 
I.'s reign ; from her are deſcended the Der- 
by and Athol families ; Charlotte-Flandri- 
na, who changed her religion, and became 
abbeſs of St. Croix, in France; Amelia

liam had -Frederic-Henry, who became 
ſtadtholder.

Maurice, who ſucceeded to the govern- 
ment of the United States, upon his father's 
death, and to the principality of Orange, 
and the other territories of his brother Phi- 
lip; he was a prince of a moſt exalted cha- 
rater, who, with equal prudence and bra- 
very, ſapported himſelf, and defended his 
country againſt Spain; it is ſuppoſed he me- 
ditated to raiſe himſelf to a more extenſive 
authority ; and that he had nearly accom- 
pliſhed it ; the diſappointment of which, it 
is ſuppoſed, haſtened his death, which hap- 
pened April 23, 1625, unmarried. 
Frederic-Henry, half-brother to Maurice, 

ſucceeded him 1n all his honours and domini- 
ons; he carried on the war with ſuch vigour, 
in every quarter of the globe, againſt Spain, 
that he laid the foundation of the treaty of 
Weſtphalia, which was ſigned immediately 
npon his death; by which the Dutch republic

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Was acknowledged as a free and independen; 
ſlate; he died, March 14, 1647, admired 
and reſpeted by Europe, and fincerely la- 
. mented by Holland. He married Amelia, 
daughter of John-A'bert, count of Solms, 
who died in 1675; by whom he had V'i1- 
liam, who ſucceeded him; Lewis died an 
infant; Henrietta- Amelia, married to Fre- 
deric-William, count de Naffau, and here- 
ditary governor of Frieſland ; Henrietta- 

Catharine, married to John-George, prince 

of Anhault, and Mary, married to Lewis- 
Herman palatine of Simmeren, the one 

ſon of the houſe of Palatine. 

William II. born 1626, was elected ſuc- 
ceſſor to his father in his life- time; he inhe - 
rited the capacity of his family, and the am- 
bition of his uncle Maurice by following 
wi-ofe-example he juſtly alarmed the people; 
he died, prematurely, Nov. 6, 1650. He 
married, 1641, Mary, eldeſt daughter of 
Charles I. king of Great-Britain ; born 1631, 
and died 1660. The iſſue of this marriage 
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- was a poſthumous fon, who became ſtadt- 
holder. e 

William III. born 1650; from the ambi- 
tion of his father, the popularity of the de 
Wits, and the ſecret treaty with the pro- 
tector Cromwell, William was refuſed the 
olãce of ſtadtholder, and obliged to formally 
renounce all claim to it; yet, though watch- 
ed with the utmoſt circumſpection, by his 


deep and refined politics, he obtained it 


in 1672 - by purſuing the ſame plan, he pro- 
cured the crown of Great-Britain, in 1688 ; 
his ſaving Holland from Lewis XIV. gain- 
ed him the entire confidence of the Dutch ; 
but he could never win that of the 


Britiſh nation; ſo that it has been ſaid he 


was king of Holland, and ſtadtholder of 
Britain; he died 1702. We muſt admire 
him as a great general, profound politician, 
and as a- guardian of liberty; but he was 
devoid of all the finer feelings which harmo- 
nize the ſoul; nor was he without ſome 
zlaring defects; the conſenting to the hor- 
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rid murder of the de Wits, is the greateſt blot 


in his character; he had no iſſue by queen 
Mary, eldeſt daughter to James IL. king of 
Great-Britain, who died 1696.

By the death of William III. the elder 
branch of Naſſau was extin&t ; we muſt 
therefore go ſo far back as John, youngeſt 
brother of William I. John left four ſons, 
John, George, Erneſt-Caſimer, and John- 
Lewis, who were all created princes of the 
the empire, by the emperor Ferdinand 11]. 
in 1624, from whom deſcened the four 


branches of this family, diſtinguiſhed by 


the names of Siegen, Delenburg, Dietz, 
and Hademer, which became extinct, 1711.

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branches) univerſal heir to all his hereditary 
dominions; but which was conteſted by 
Frederic I. king of Pruſſia; William III. 
ſeems to have bequeathed them to this prince, 
merely from perſonal regard ; for, undoubt- 
edly, no objection could lie againſt the ſe- 
cond branch, though there was againſt the 
eldeſt, on account of their being of the Ro- 
man catholic religion. | 
John-William-Frizo, born 1687, became 
prince of Orange and earl of Naſſau, and 
aſſumed the family name of Naſſau, or 
Orange, inſtead of that of Dietz; he was 
drowned in paſſing a ferry in Holland, July 
14, 1711; he married in 1709, Mary-Louiſa, 
daughter of Charles, landgrave of Heſſe 
Caſſel; by whom he had a poſthumous ſon, 
who was declared ftadtholder, and Ann- 
Charlotte-Louiſa, married to the hereditary 
prince of Baden Durlaſh, who died 1732.

Charles-Henry-Frizo, born, Sept. 1, 1711, 


lotta hereditary ſtadtholder of all the con-

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federated provinces, in 1747, and inveſted with 
ſuch ample privileges, that theſe. princes now 
want little more than the name to make them 
kings; he was chiefly indebted to Georgc 
II. king of Great-Britain, for this great in- 
creaſe of honour ; he died in 1751.

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IH E popes formerly being the acknow- 
ledged head of all the Chriſtian world, 
(except thoſe of the Greek church) poſſeſſed 
a power which we can ſcarce have an idea of; 
though it is now very greatly diminiſhed, 
yet their hiſtory {till continues to be connect- 
ed with that of moſt kingdoms of Europe ; 
it was therefore thought proper to give the 
ſucceſhon of the pontiffs ſince the revival of 

learnang. Spe | 
They are a reſpectable temporal power in 
Italy, governing a pretty extenſive dominion ; 
they are arbitrary, and their ſubjects (as 
' thoſe of all ecclefiaſtics) groan under the 
weight of enormous taxes; for, as the ſove- 
reign biſhop is always old, he loſes no time 
to advance his family: before, or as ſoon as 
that is done, he dies, and the ſame ſcene is 
acted over again without end. This accounts 
for his dominions being uncultivated, thinly 
inhabited, and his ſubje&s poor and diſpirit- 
; | I: 
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ed; however, from the vaſt ſums flowing 
from other kingdoms, he is enabled to keep 
a very ſplendid court; his revenue now is 
ſuppoſed to be a million; how much more 
muſt it have been (allowing for the value of 
money) in the days of ſuperſtition and cre- 
dulity, when he poflefſed Britain, &c. ;? 
It every day decreaſes. The popes are ſtiled, 
by way of eminence, holineſs, and affect to 
be above ail temporal princes ; for which rea- 
ſon they wear three crowns upon their tiara.

Martin V. Otho-Colonna, a Roman, elect- 
ed, Nov. 11, 1417 ; in whom ended the great * 1 | 
ſchiſm, which had divided Europe for half. a. | 
century ; in his pontifficate the council 
of Conſtance was diflolved, after they had 
condemned John Huſs, and Jerome, of 
Prague, to the flames; and alſo the doc- 
trine of Wickliff; he died, February 1, 

| . 1431, 


„ 
1431, in the ſixty-third year of his age. He 
was a prudent and learned prelate. 

Eugenius IV. Gabriel Condelmero, of an 
ancient Venetian family; elected, Feb. 11, 
1431. He was driven from his dominions, 
and depoſed by the council of Baſil, who 
elected Amedeus, late duke of Savoy, who 
took the title of Felix V. but France, Eng- 
land, Spain, Italy, and afterwards Germa- 
ny, adhering to Eugenius, Felix reſigned 
the tiara to accept the next dignity to his ho- 
lineſs; the pope died in Rome, Feb. 23, 
1447. 'Though not a learned man, the pa- 
tron of thoſe that were fo; inconſtant, and 
fo fond of war, that he was the cauſe of 
many, not only in Italy, but in other parts 
of Europe, 

Nicholas V. Thomas Sarzana, of the re- 
public of Lucca; elected March 6, 1447; in 
his reign Conſtantinople was loft to the 
Chriſtians ; he died March 22, 1455. He 
collected a vaſt number of Greek and Latin 
manuſcripts ; the former of which he ordered 
to be tranſlated, and added 3000 books to the 
9225 Vatican 
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Vatican library ; his court was crouded with 
literati, from all parts of Europe; his cha- 
rity was great to the unfort unate of noble 
families and young women. 

Calixtus III. Alphonſo Borgia, of a noble fa- 
mily of Sativa, in Spain; elected 1455; he did 
all in his power to humble the Turks; had 
ſome quarrels with Chriſtian ſovereigns, and 
was too fond of his relations; he died, Aug. 
7, 1478. Juſt, pious, and learned, 

Pius II. Eneas Silvius Prcolomini, a Sie- 
neſe, of an ancient family; elected 1478; 
granted the inveſtiture of Naples to Ferdi- 
nand, in oppoſition to the duke of Anjou, 
who he wiſhed to keep out of Italy, and had 
diſputes with France, Caſtile, and Portugal; 
died, Aug. 14, 1463, being then in his fifty- 


eighth year. He had very good abilities, and 


very extenſive learning. Amongſt his other 
works he left an hiftory of England. 

Paul II. Peter Barbi, a Venetian, and ne- 
phew to pope Bugenius IV. He violated 


the oaths he took before his election, (which 
was Aug. 25, 1464) to govern the papacy

with juſtice and diſcretion ; he endeavoured 
to raiſe a war againſt the Turks, depoſed the 
king of Bohemia, and gave his dominions to 
the king of Hungary ; he had the honour of 
crowning the emperor at Rome; declared 
that the jubilee ſnould be held every twenty- 
hve years, and quelled a conſpiracy raiſed 
againſt him in his dominions ; he died, ſud- 
denly, of an apoplexy, July 25, 1471. De- 
ſpiſed learning, proud, venal, but magnifi- 
cent in his buildings, and liberal to the poor 
and the indigent cardinals. 

Sixtus IV. Francis de Rovere, ſon of a 
Genoeſe fiſherman ; which humble life he 
himſelf alſo for ſome time led; he was eleQ- 
ed, Aug. 9, 1471, and died after a turbulent 
pontificate, Aug. 13, 1484. He ftuck at no- 
thing to ſerve his revenge and ambition ; wit- 
neſs the horrid murder of Julian de Medici, 
who was ſtabbed at the elevation of the maſs, 
in the cathedral of Florence, at his inftiga- 
tion : he raiſed his relations from their mean 
ſituations to principalities ; he collected great 

C part 
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part of the Vatican library ; was liberal to 
men of learning, and Rome was obliged to 


him for ſome of her nobleſt ſtructures, 

Innocent VIII. John Baptiſt Cibo, or Cylio, 
4 noble Genoeſe, elected, Aug. 27, 1484; he 
depoſed Ferdinand, king of Naples, but 
was afterwards reconciled to him ; he ſettled 
tae peace of Italy, long diſturbed with war; 
he died, July 25, 1492. Learned, politic, 
but drunken and debauched. 

Alexander VI. Roderic Lenzolo, or Borgia, 
2 Spaniard, nephew of Caliſtus III. Inſtead 
of the character of the head of the Chriſtian 
world, in his we meet with as many, and as 
great vices as diſgraced Nero ; he died, . Aug. 
18,1503, of poiſon, which he drank by miſtake, 
having prepared it for ſeveral cardinals he had 
invited to dine with him; he was father of 
Cæſar Borgia; who, if poſſible, exconded 
him in wickedneſs. 

Pius III. Francis T. Picolamini, cardinal 
of Siena, elected Sept. 21, 1503 ; died Oct. 
9 following; he was a pious, prudent, and 
learned man, and deſigned to reform the 
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abuſes of the papal ſee, for which he was 
poiſoned. 

Julian II. de la Rovere, nephew of Sixtus 
IV. and cardinal of Oftia, elected Oct. 17,1503 ; 
in whoſe reign the Lateran council began; 
he had more of the general than the ſovereign 
biſhop in his character, marching at the head 
of his army, he declared that © if the keys of 
St, Peter would not do, the ſword of St.. 
Paul ſnould;' he embroiled all Europe, and 
humbled the power of France; he raiſed his 
relations to great power; one of whom he 
made duke of Urbino, in whoſe deſcendants 
it remained two centuries; he died; Feb. 21, 
15 13; he had little learning and great bravery; 
the latter part of his character affected him at 
His death, and on that account he repented 
he had ever accepted the tripple crown. The 
church of St. Peter was begun in his reign. 
Leo X. John de Medici, ſon of Lorenzo 
the Magnificent, elected, March 10, 1513; 
he followed the policy of his predeceſſor; the 
reformation began in his reign; he obtained 
the papacy becauſe it was thotght he would 


not 
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not live but a few weeks, being then ill of 
the venereal complaint ; he died, Dec. 2, 


1521, of exceſs of joy, for the defeat of the 


French. He was polite, fortunate, magni- 
ficent, poſſeſſed great taſte, and was one of che 
greateſt patrons of men who excelled in any 
branch of learning, or the fine arts, that ever 
lived, being a maſter of them himſelf in a 
very eminent degree: look on the other 
fide his character, you will find him at- 
tached, beyond all propriety, to his fami- 
ly, irreligious, (calling the goſpel the fable 
of Chriſt) ambitious, revengeful, and un- 
grateful. 
Adrian VI. Floriſſen, cardinal of Tortoſa, 
ſon of a mean tradeſman at Utrecht, elected, 
Jan. 9, 1522, by the intereſt of the emperor 
Charles V. whoſe tutor he had been; he did 
not change his name; he was an honeſt, 
plain man, who was probably a good pre- 
ceptor, but he was a wretched prince; he 
died Sept. 14, 1523, greatly hated by his 
ſubjeas. | 2 
Clement VII. Julio de Medici, nephew of 
Leo X. and natural ſon of Julian de Medi- 
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ci, murdered by the Pazzi, at the inſtigation 
of Sixtus IV. elected, Nov. 18, 1523. The Ro- 
mans entertained great hopes of him, but they 
were greatly diſappointed; his government was 
moſt unhappy ; his capital taken, plundered, 
and himſelf a priſoner ; England and Ireland 
loſt to the Roman ſee! probably he thought 
himſelf compenſated for theſe misfortunes, 
in having his natural ſon created duke of 
Florence, and his great niece allied to France; 


he died, Sept. 25, 1534, aged 57 ; much de- 


ſpiſed for his covetouſneſs, unſteady, and de- 


ceitful conduct: it muſt be confeſſed he was 


learned, and a patron of the arts. 

Paul III. Alexander Farneſe, born at 
Canino, in Tuſcany, though of German ex- 
traction, elected, Oct. 12, 1534; in whoſe 
government began the council of Trent; he 


died of grief, Nov. 15, 1549, from the ill 


behaviour he experienced from his grandſon, 
Octavius, whom he had raiſed to the duchy 
of Parma; he writ ſome learned letters and 
poems, and was very fond of judicial aſtro- 

logy 3 
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logy ; his greateſt fault was his unbounded 
attachment to his family. 

Julius III. Maria de Monte, a Roman, 
elected, Feb. 9, 1550; he continued the coun- 
cil of Trent; died, March 23, 1555. A prince 
of mean abilities and leſs virtue. 

Marcellus II. whoſe ſurname was Cervino 
(he would not change his Chriſtian one) a 
native of Montfano, elected, April g, 1555, 
lived but to declare his wiſh to call a general 
council for the reformation of the church, 
dyingon the 30th of the ſame month that he was 
elected; he ſaid he thought a pope could not 
take care of his own ſalvation. 

Paul IV. J. P. Caraffa, of a noble family 
in Naples, elected, May 22, 1555 ; he ſcarce- 
ly deigned to receive the Engliſh nation into 
the boſom of the church ; upon the medal, 
ſtruck on that occaſion, the queen is kneel- 
ing before him, and Philip II. of Spain, and 
the emperor Charles V. is interceding for 


her; the reſignation of the latter, and the 


haughty, inflexible, and ambitious beha- 
viour of this pontiff, then $0, form a ſtriking 
e contraſt ; 
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. contraſt ; he died, Aug. 16, 1559, aged 84. 
He was learned, but his inſtituting the inqui- 
fition, and. his. ſeverity, rendered him fo 

| odious to the Romans, thai after his death, 

1 in one day, they deſtroyed his ſtatues, and 

defaced all the arms of his family, in every 

part of the city where they had been placed. 
[ Pius IV. John Angelo Medicino, born at 
Milan; his flatterers filed him Medici, and his, 
| and his family's vanity acquieſced in the cheat; 
he was elected, Dec. 20, 1559; he renewed the 
council of Trent; the diſputes which it occa- 
ſioned, imbittered his days: as he affected to 
be thought of the family of Medici; he 
created Coſmo I. duke of Florence, grand 
duke of Tuſcany, which diſpleaſed the great 

ſovereigns; he died, Dec. 10, 1565. He 
was learned, protector of the muſes, and mag- 
nificent, erecting many ſuperb buildings in 
Rome ; to defray the expences of which, be 
levied enormous taxes upon the people; 
which, with his cruelty, made him not be- 
loved, e 
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Pius V. Anthony Ghiſleri, of low origin, 
was born at Boſchi ; elected, Jan. 8, 1566 
he eſpouſed the cauſe of Mary queen of 
Scots and the king of France, againſt their 
proteſtant ſubjects, anathematized queen 
Elizabeth, and ſhared the famous victory of 
Lapanto, againſt the Turks, with Philip II. 
of Spain and the Venetians; Don John of 
Auftria was the Chriſtian commander ; when 
the pope heard the news, he exclaimed, in 
raptures, There was a man ſent from God, 
and his name was John 5 he died, May 1, 
1572, aged 67. Religious, auſtere, bigotted, 
and implacably cruel to the reformed. 

Gregory XLII, Hugh Buoncompagno, of a 


reputable family, at Bologna; elected, May 
12, 1572; reformed the calendar, which, 


from him, is called the Gregorian ; declared 
2 jubilee, for joy of the horrid maſſacre of 
St. Bartholomew; he died, April 10, 1585, 
aged 83. Magnificent, a lover of painting ; 
he won the hearts of the Romans by relaxing 
the government, which was attended with 
bad conſequences, particularly after his death. 
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Sixtus V. Felix Peretti, better known by 
the title of cardinal Montalto, ſon of Francis 
Peretti, a common ploughmar of la Grotte, 
in the lordſhip of Montalto, in the march of 
Ancona; elected, April 24, 1585; by his 
hypocriſy, and under the ſuppoſition of his 
being a dying man; as ſoon as he was 
choſen he threw away his crutches, and drew 
himſelf up a foot higher than he had been for 


years before; when it was noticed, he ſaid, 


he had been ſtooping for the keys of heaven, 
but having found them, there was no further 


occaſion to bend for that purpoſe ; by his ſe- 


verity he entirely ſuppreſſed the horrid ban- 
ditti, and reformed the Romans ; he excom- 
municated queen Elizabeth, and Henry IV. 
yet he joined them to humble the power of 
Philip II. of Spain; he ſaid there were but 
three who deſerved the name of ſovereign, 
himſelf, Henry, and Elizabeth-; and of the 
latter, that was he to have a child by her, it 


would be an Alexander; he died, Aug. 27, 
\ 1590, aged 68; he was a great ſtateſman, and

| of thoſe that were ſo, an enemy to vice and 
a protector of innocence ; but was haughty, 
cruel, and incredibly covetous; he left a 
vaſt treaſure, and raiſed his family to an en- 
vied greatneſs. 
Urban VII. of the family of Caſtagna, a 
native of Rome, of a noble Genoeſe family, 
unanimouſly elected, Sept. 14, 1590, and died 
the 27th of the ſame month. Great hopes 


were entertained of him, from his piety and 


learning, particularly in the canon and civil

Innocent IX. John-Anthony Facchinetti; 
his family was from Gravegni in Navarre, 
but he was born at Bologna; elected, Oct. 
28, 1591, died Dec. 29 yn, aged 72, 
greatly beloved and lamented, | 
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Clement VIII. Hippolito Aldobrandini, 
born at Fano in the papal dominions, but of 
a Florentine family, elected, Jan. 28, 15923 | 
he acknowledged Henry IV. as king of 
France, and annexed Farrara to the ecclefi- 


_ aſtical ſtate, and procured peace between 


France and Spain; died, March 2, 1605, hav- 
ing, in his pontificate, created fifty cardi- 
nals. Pious, moderate, and a patron of the 
learned. 

Leo XI. Alexander de Medici, and nearty 
related to Coſmo grand duke of Tuſcany, 
unanimouſly elected, April 1, 1605, died 
twenty-ſeven days after, in the oth year of 
his age, and was. carried to the grave bathed 
with the tears of the Romans; his affability 
won the hearts of all; he promiſed to eaſe 
his ſubjects and to adorn, Rome; he poſſeſſed 
his family's taſte and learning. 

Paul V. Camillus Borgheſe, elected, May 
16, 1605, by open ſcrutiny, after great 


Heats in the > conclave z he was then only fifty- 


three; - he © excomm unicated the Venetians, 


and quarrelled with many other ſtates, for 
| their 
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- their ſteadineſs in repelling the eccleſiaſtical 
uſarpations ; he died Jan. 28, 1621; he was 
religious and learned, particularly in the ci- 

vil law, and magnificent in his buildings, 
but carried nepotiſm to the utmoſt extent, 
and was hated and dreaded by all Europe, 
for his hanghty behaviour. 

Gregory XV. Alexander Luigi, or Lodo- 
viſio, of a noble family of Bologna, elected 
in May, 1621 ; he granted a diſpenſation to 
the prince of Wales (afterwards king Charles 
I.) to marry the Infanta of Spain, and court- 


ed the favour of Auſtria; died July 8, 1623, 
aged 70. Charitable, pious, learned, bat! im- 


placable againſt the proteſtants. 

Urban VIII. Maffeo Barberini, of a noble 
Florentine family, elected, Aug. 6, 1623, 
re- obtained the duchy of Urbino to the papal 
ſee ; he embroiled himſelf with all Italy, who 


revenged themſelves upon him and his family, 
who were exceſſively rapacious, and who ' 


brought the pope into con tempt; by their am- 


bition and pride; he favoured the proteſtants 
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to humble the houſe of Auſttia; died, July 
29, 1644, aged 77; was author of ſeveral La- 
tin and Italian pieces of poetry, and. a pro- 
tector of the learned; from his deftroying. 
ſome of the ancient monuments, ſo juſtly 


prized in Rome, Paſquin ſaid, What the. 


Barbarians ſpared, the Barberini deſtroy.” 
Innocent X. John Baptiſt Pamphilio, a Ro- 
man; whoſe houſe was both noble and ancient, 
elected, Sept. 1 5, baniſhed the Barberini, and 
became the dupe of his ſiſter-in-law, Donna- 
Olymphia Maldachini, with whom it is ſup- 
poſed; he had an improper connection; ſhe, 
rendered the papacy contemptible in the eyes 
of all Europe, as well catholics as proteſtants ; 
her rapacity, together with that of his other 
relations, and ſetting up, every thing to ſale, 
made his government odious to his ſubjects; 
he died Jan. 7, 1655, aged 80. Unlearned, 
and an enemy to the belle lettres. | 
Alexander VII. Fabio-Chigi, or Ghigi ; his 
family was illuſtrious at Siena, but was origi- 
nally from Rome, elected, April 8, 1655, 
after

after unuſual intrigues in the conclave ; he 
pretended reluctance in accepting the tiara, 
and ſwore never to receive his relations in 
Rome; to elude which, he met them out of 
the city: Lewis XIV. obliged him to make 
very mean ſubmiſſion for an affront his am- 
baſſador had received at Rome; condem- 
ned Janſenius's doctrine; died, May 22, 
1657, in his 69th year. . Handſome, agree- 
able, lively, learned, and magnificent ; but 
ungrateful, irreſolute, hypocritical, proud, 
and enriched his family at the expence of 
juſtice; it ſhould not however be forgot, 
that he diſapproved the perſecution againſt 
the Vaudois. It is very ſingular that he was 
related to Mahomet IV. 

Clement IX. Julio Roſpiglioſi, born at 
Piſtoia in Tuſcany, of a noble and ancient 
family, 1667; he aſſiſted the Venetians 
againſt the Turks, at the ſiege of Candia ; 
grief, fer the loſs of which, cauſed his death, 
Dec. 1669, univerſally regretted. Moderate 
in his kindneſs to his family, grateful, tem- 
perate, modeſt, mild, charitable, and learn- 
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ed; he wiſhed to reform the papacy, and was 

an excellent ſovereign. : 

Clement X. Emilio Altieri, of a patrician 
family in Rome, elected, April 29, 1670, be- 
ing then 80; his adopted nephew, cardinal 

Paluzzi, took advantage of his great age to 
govern in his name, and to enrich his family 
by plundering the ſtate; he had quarrels with 
France and the viceroy of Naples, and re- 
trenched the privileges of ambaſſadors; died 
July 22, 1676, ſuperannuated. 

Innocent XI. Benedict Odeſcalchi, born at 
Como, of an ancient family, elected, Sept. 
21, 1676; he aimed at a univerſal reform; 
nepotiſm was unknown in his reign, which 
was diſturbed by continual quarrels with 

France, which he ſupported with uncommon 
firmneſs; he ſo juſtly dreaded the ambition 
of Lewis XIV. that he joined the proteſtants 
againſt him, treating James II. 's ambaſſador 

with contempt, and advanced William prince 

of Orange (afterwards king of Great-Britain) 

a conſiderable ſum, to enable him to de- 

throne him, becauſe he was the ally of France;

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ke received Chrillina, queen of Sweden 
to whom he granted a penſion of 12, 0 


crowns; his rejoicing at the repeal of the 
edict of Nantz, is however a blot in his cha- 


raQer; he died, Aug. 12, aged 77, to the 


inexpreſſible joy of France; he poſſeſſed 
little learning, but was a great ſtateſman and 
a virtuous prince ; but. his ſeverity and his 
frugality, which, with not leſſening the 
taxes, obliged a fourth of the inhabitants of 
Rome to leave his dominions.. | 
Alcxander VIII. Peter Ottoboni, a Vene- 


tian, whoſe father purchaſed his nobility, 


elected, October 6 ; he terminated thequarrel 
between France and the papacy, promiſed 
James II. aſſiſtance to recover his kingdoms, 
and prevailed upon the emperor and the Ve- 


tians to continue the war with the Turks; to 
carry on which, he granted them ſubſidies ;*he - 
loſt all appearance of decency in providing 
for his family; not content with giving them 
a million and an half of crowns, that he 
found in the treaſury, and one hundred thou- 


ſand 
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ſand appropriated by his predeceſſor, the 
ſupport of a war againſt the infidels ; he rail. 
ed prodigious ſums from the ſale of all vacant 
Places and benefices, and left a debt of five - 
millions; hearing that the Romans ſaid he 
loſt no time in advancing his family, he re- 
plied, Twenty-three hours and a half of 
the day are already gohe ;* (the Italians 
continue the hours until the twenty- fourth); 
he died, Jan. zo, 1691, in the 81ſt year of 
his age. He was affable and chearful, but 

atheiſtical and drunken. 
Innocent XII. Anthony Pigatelli, a noble 
Neopolitan, elected, July 12; upon the me- 
dals that were thrown to the people was 
this device; three pots, (his arms) repreſent- 
ed full of money, and reverſed, with Nihil 
pro me-(*nothing for myſelf?) which he ſtea- 
dily adhered to ; he would not permit his re- 
lations to come to Rome, but publiſhed a bull 
for aboliſhing neporiſm, and obliged all the 
_ cardinals to ſubſcribe it; he called the poor 
his nephews, five thouſand of whom he lodg- 
' £2 cd 
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ed in the Lateran palace; he reformed the go- 
vernmient, but found it impoſſible to reclaim 
the monks; he condemned the five propoſitions 
of Janſenius, and a book of the archbiſhop 
of Cambray ; the emperor Leopold, having 
claimed homage for ſeveral places, which the 
pope held, and Lewis XIV. ſubmitting to 
him, he deſerted the allies, and eſpouſed the 
cauſe of France; died, Sept. 7, 1700. . 
Clement XI. John-Francis Albeni, a na- 
tive of Rome, but his family, was originally 
from Urbino, elected, Nov. 13, 1700, be- 
ing then about p50 years old; he refuſed the 
triple crown for three days, and earneſtly in- 
treated them to ele& another; he at firſt pro- 
ſeſſed aſtrict neutrality in the war about the ſuc- 
ceſſion of Spain; but being ill treated by the 
emperor, he declared for France, and raiſed 
an army; this brought him into great diſ- 
treſs, and he was obliged to make very great 
and di ſhonourable conceſſions to the emperor, 
and to acknowledge his ſon, the archduke, 
king of Spain; he died, March 19, 1721.

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Innocent XHI. Michael-Angelo Conti, of 
dne of the maſt ancient families in Rome, bꝭ ng 

ſon of Charles Conti, duke of Poli; elected, 
May 8, 1721; a ſpirited pontiſt, claimed the 
duchies of Parma and Placentia, and proteſt- 
ed againdt the,,emperor granting the inveſti- 
ture to Don Carlos, prince of. Spain; he 
was the great patron of the Jeſuits; died, 
1724, aged 69. ——_ 

Benedict XIII. — Urfini, a 
Dominican friar, of a very illuſtrious Roman 
family, elected, July 12, 1730; exerciſed all 
the aufterities o the cloiſter, whilſt upon 
the papal throne, and even in his laſt illneſs, 
refuſed a bed to be brought into his cham- 
ber; he died, 1739. 

Clement XII. Laurence Corkiaia, a Flo- 
rentine, religious and learned; he died, Dec. 

18, 1740, aged 87. 

Benedict XIV. Proſper n a Bo- 
trek, elected, Aug. 17, 1740; he died, 
May 4, 1758, in his 84th year, beloved for 
his learning, candour, and nne.

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Clement XIII. b. March 7, 1693, Charles 
Rezzonica, a noble Venetian, elected, July 
6, 1758; embroiled himſelf” with ' all the 
princes of the houſe of Bourbon, who threat- 
ened to withdraw their allegiance to the Ro- 
man ſee; the Jeſuits were baniſhed from 
France, Spain, and Portugal ; he died, great- 
ly diſliked, - Feb. 2, 1769, aged 76. He 
was haughty, vindictive, and forgot that 
there was a great difference between the fif- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. | | 
Clement XIV. Francis-Lanzenzo Ganga- 
- nelli, the ſon of a phyſician of St. Archan- 
gelo, & the dioceſe of Rimini, elected, May 
1, againſt his inclination ; he reconciled the 
kings to the pontificate, and ſuppreſſed the 
Jeſuits ; a prince of uncommon genius and 
. diſcretion, learned, affable, polite, and tru- 
ly religious; deſpiſing the low arts of his 
predeceſſors, he made his dignity reſpectable 
by his own virtues.; he died, 1774, univer- 
{ally beloved and lamented. : | |
